Ban on Gay Marriage OK’d 


Mass, amendment would 
offer civil union alternative 

BOSTON I The Massachusetts Legislature 
gave final approval — for this year — to a 
constitutional amendment that would ban 
gay marriage but legalize civil unions, tak- 
ing the first decisive step toward stripping 
same-sex couples of court-mandated mar- 
riage rights. 

Within moments of Monday’s 105-92 
vote, Gov. Mitt Romney said he would ask 
the state’s highest court to delay implemen- 
tation of its November ruling that ordered 
same-sex marriages to begin taking place 


as of May 17. He said he will seek a formal 
stay until the constitutional amendment 
process is complete. 

The vote, which must be affirmed again 
during the next two-year session and by 
voters in the fall of 2006, completes the 
Legislature’s action on gay marriage for 
the year. 

Without a stay from the court, Monday’s 
decision will not affect the May 17 deadline 
for allowing same-sex marriages. 

The amendment’s approval brought a roar 
from activists on both sides of the debate, 
who packed the Statehouse to watch the pro- 
ceedings. Neither side was happy with the 
outcome. Jennifer peter (ap)

Giant, Safeway stores close 
as proposal goes up for vote 

BALTIMORE I Negotiators have agreed on a 
proposed contract for about 26,000 employ- 
ees of Giant Food and Safeway stores in the 
Baltimore-Washington area, union and com- 
pany sources said Monday. 

That will put the contract up for a vote by 
employees, who were scheduled to begin vot- 
ing about 7 a.m. Tuesday on whether to ratify 
it. Local Safeway and Giant stores will close 
between 7 a.m and 3 p.m. for the voting. 

Negotiators agreed on the proposal 
around 6:30 p.m. Sunday, according to a 
union representative who spoke on condition 
of anonymity. The representative declined 
to release details of the contract. 

A telephone hot-line recording for Safeway 
employees confirmed the companies had 
made an offer to the union. 

“After weeks of negotiations, the companies 
have given the union our settlement offer,” the 
message said. Management and union offi- 
cials negotiated for weeks on wages, pensions 
and health benefits. The current contract for 
employees at both chains expires Tuesday. 

Employees could reject the contract and 
decide to strike, triggering a walkout at 350 
area grocery stores. If there is a strike. Giant 
and Safeway have said they will continue to 
operate on a normal schedule, relying on a 
combination of managers and more than 
3,000 temporary workers, brian witte (ap)

Plaintiffs argue law 
banning ‘partial birth’ 
procedure is illegal 

NEWYORKIA new federal law ban- 
ning certain types of abortions is 
unconstitutional and threatens 
most late -term abortions, a law- 
yer for plaintiffs said at the start of 
one of three trials on the law getting 
under way Monday.

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Education Law Eased Again 


Move allows schools 
more flexibility in how 
students are tested 

WASHINGTON! For the fourth time in 
as many months, the Bush admin- 
istration is easing the restrictions 
of its education law, this time in the 
area of testing. 

The latest move — reducing the 
number of students a school may 
test without running afoul of the 
law — probably will cap a flurry of 
responses to concerns from states 
and schools. 

The No Child Left Behind Act 
of 2001 requires schools to test 


at least 95 percent of students in 
math and reading. Schools also 
must have 95 percent participa- 
tion from all major subgroups of 
students, such as minority or dis- 
abled youngsters. 

The point is to make sure that 
schools are accountable for every 
student’s progress, and to ensure 
that no schools have incentive to 
exclude lower-performing students 
on test days. 

Under the new policy, schools 
will get some leeway. As long as 
they average a 95 percent partic- 
ipation rate among students over 
two or three years, schools will 
meet the law. 


A school that tested 94 percent 
of students one year, for example, 
could make the mark if it tested 96 
percent of students the year before. 
The same is true for subgroups of 
students. 

Schools also won’t have to count 
students who are enrolled but miss 
testing, including makeup exams, 
because of a medical emergency. 

Schools that get federal poverty 
aid but don’t make progress goals at 
least two straight years face mount- 
ing sanctions, from having to offer 
transfers to risking state takeover. 

The changes will apply to the 
current school testing season.

Officials Want Anthrax Suit Dismissed 


WASHINGTON j Government lawyers 
on Monday contended that Attorney 
General John Ashcroft named Dr. 
Steven J. Hathll a “person of inter- 
est” in the 2001 anthrax attacks to 
dampen speculation that the bioter- 
rorism expert was a suspect. 

Deputy Assistant Attorney 
General Jeffrey Bucholtz said “it’s 
clear the attorney general was trying 
to downplay” federal investigators’ 
suspicions that Hathll sent anthrax- 
laced envelopes to government and 


media offices in October 2001. 

In his defamation lawsuit, Hatfill 
claims the officials named him to 
deflect attention from their inability 
to find whoever was responsible for 
the attacks, which killed five people 
and sickened 17 others. He still is 
the only publicly named “person of 
interest” in the case.

Vice president claims

WASHINGTON! Vice President Dick 
Cheney on Monday called presiden- 
tial candidate John Kerry “one of the 
most reliable pro -tax votes in the 
Senate” and asserted the Democrat 
would sweep away tax cuts if elected.

UNITED NATIONS I Secretary- General 
Kofi Annan fired one senior U.N. 
official and demoted another Mon- 
day for failing to protect U.N. staff 
ahead of the Aug. 19 bombing of 
U.N. headquarters in Baghdad that 
killed 22 people, including top U.N.

Acting on the findings of a 
scathing report detailing mis- 
takes made by several officials, 
Annan singled out Tun Myat, the 
U.N. security coordinator, who was 
asked to resign and did so.

She submitted her resig- 
nation but Annan refused to accept 
it, a U.N. spokesman said. 

Annan’s action appeared to be 
unprecedented: U.N. senior leaders 
are almost never rebuked in such 
a public fashion. But the bombings

TASHKENT, UZBEKISTAN I Two 
women blew themselves up at a 
children’s store and bus stop in 
the Uzbek capital Monday, the 
first suicide attacks in this U.S.- 
allied nation in Central Asia and 
the finale to 12 hours of mayhem 
that killed 19 people. 

The violence, which included two 
assaults on police and an explosion 
at a bomb -making hideaway, also 
marked the first outbreak of terror- 
ism in this majority Muslim coun- 


try since the secular government 
became a staunch U.S. ally after 
Sept. 11. Uzbekistan hosts hun- 
dreds of U.S. troops. 

President Islam Karimovblamed 
Islamic extremists and said there 
had been several arrests. He said 
backing likely came from a banned 
radical group that had never been 
linked to terrorist acts — Hizb ut- 
Tahrir, or the Party of Liberation. 
The group denied responsibility. 

The suicide bombings were the 
first such attacks ever reported in the 
five Central Asian nations once ruled 
by the Soviet Union: Uzbekistan, 
Kyrgyzstan, Tajikistan, Kazakhstan

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I A bill that holds 
out the promise of help for some 
Marylanders whose homes were 
damaged by Tropical Storm Isabel 
was signed into law Monday by Gov.

“This is going to help some,” 
said Bernice Myer, whose home on 
Miller’s Island in Baltimore County 
was flooded by Isabel.

Jury Still Out at Tyco Trial 

Judge: Juror at middle of furor ean continue 


NEW YORK I The jury weighing 
charges against two former Tyco 
International executives went 
back to work Monday after the 
judge rejected a defense request 
for a mistrial that was based on 
a furor over one juror apparently 
holding out for acquittal. 

Judge Michael Obus said he had 
spoken with the juror, a 79 -year-old 
woman who has been identified in 
several media reports, and deter- 
mined that she could continue to 
deliberate properly. 

Juror No. 4 had become the 
object of intense scrutiny when 
some news organizations reported 
that she had made an “OK” gesture 
directed at the defense while walk- 


ing to the jury box on Friday. Yet 
exactly what gesture the juror made, 
or whether she intended to make a 
gesture at all, was in dispute. 

Defense lawyers said they had 
not seen the gesture. Prosecutors 
also told reporters they hadn’t 
seen it, and the defense claimed 
prosecutors were aware of it only 
because they had been alerted by 
reporters. An AP reporter saw the 
gesture but did not interpret it as 
an “OK” sign. 

After the latest round of fire- 
works at the nearly six-month 
trial, the jury resumed its exam- 
ination of an improper $20 mil- 
lion fee contained in one of the top 
counts, grand larceny, against for-

Electronic records 
help lawyers target 
customers instantly 

LAW I When their son didn’t come 
home one night, Julie and Dennis 
Danielson fretted that something 
terrible had happened. The young 
man suffers from a mental illness 
requiring daily medication. 

Two days later, the Chula Vista, 
Calif, couple got a call. Their son 
had been arrested on the mistaken 
suspicion that his erratic behavior 
was drug-induced. 

After retrieving their son, Julie 
Danielson checked the mail. She 
was shocked to see at least 12 enve- 
lopes from defense attorneys offer- 
ing their services. 

Just as the work of police, college 
recruiters and employers is being 
transformed by ever-more efficient 
database technology, so is the legal 
profession. 

Lawyers in many states can now 
track down the names and address- 
es of prospective clients — within

hours of their legal entanglements 
— with the help of electronic records 
and information vendors. 

SpeedingTicket.net pays states 
10 to 30 cents for each record that 
it downloads, then charges lawyers 
50 cents to over $1 to relay the data 


or perform value-added services, 
such as printing and mailing let- 
ters to prospective clients. 

Lawyers who drum up business 
with direct mail argue that it gives 
people facing such charges as driv- 
ing-while-intoxicated a much bet- 
ter way to get legal help than rifling 
through the yellow pages. 

But direct solicitations from 
digitally adept lawyers are com- 
ing under increasing scrutiny. Some 
critics say it’s merely an update to 
ambulance chasing. 

The Danielsons felt their mail 
deluge invaded their privacy, 
especially one firm’s envelope that 
openly proclaimed: “Experts In 
Drug Charges.” 

The couple was astonished that 
Riverside County deputies failed to 
call them when their son was arrest- 
ed — though contact and medical 
information was in the young man’s 
wallet — yet managed to inform 
people who wanted his business. 

“The whole situation was very 
disturbing,” Julie Danielson said.

Walking does more than just raise money for breast cancer, a new study says. 


Keep on Walking 


CANCER I Getting modest amounts 
of exercise, even just an easy half- 
hour walk a day, appears to substan- 
tially improve women’s chances of 
surviving breast cancer. 

Staying active has long been 
thought to lower the risk of get- 
ting cancer, but a new report says 
it may also be an important pre- 
scription for recovery. 

The study, released Monday, 
found that women who exercised 
after breast cancer reduced their 
chance of dying from the disease by 
one-quarter to one-half, depending 
on how active they were. 

“We know that physical activ- 
ity has been shown to improve 
the quality of life for women with 
breast cancer,” said Dr. Michelle 
Holmes of Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital in Boston. “We conclude 
it may also help them live longer as 
well as better.” 

Just how exercise might do this 


is still unclear, though experts have 
several theories. Whatever the bio- 
logical explanation, the researchers 
say moderate exercise is an undeni- 
ably safe recommendation that can 
improve cancer survivors’ health in 
many ways. 

Holmes presented her find- 
ings Monday at a meeting of the 
American Association for Cancer 
Research, a gathering of 13,500 
researchers in Orlando. 

People who walk and get other 
kinds of exercise are less likely to 
develop many common health prob- 
lems, including heart disease, high 
blood pressure, osteoporosis and 
diabetes. Several studies also sug- 
gest exercise can prevent breast and 
colon cancer, and it may also help 
stop endometrial, kidney and esoph- 
ageal cancer, daniel q. haney (ap)

Please give us a quick explanation 
of the correct use of the phrase 
“begging the question.” 

People use “beg the question” to 
mean “raise the question.” It’s a dis- 
tinction worth enforcing. To beg the 
question is to commit the logical fal- 
lacy of assuming the truth of what 
you’re trying to prove: “God exists 
because he is all-powerful.” 

Regarding “hacker” vs. “cracker”: I 
can’t remember the last time I saw 
“hacker” used correctly. Is it time to 
just say that “hacker” has absorbed 
the definition of “cracker?” 

Yes, I think “hacker” is the real- 
people word for what the geeks call 
“crackers.” (The geeks tell us that 
“hacker” implies skill, not nefari- 
ous intent, and that “cracker” is the 
word for people who break into sys- 
tems to inflict harm.) Just spare me 
the really ignorant usage in which 
anybody who knows how to use a 
computer is “a real hacker.” 

What are the proper uses of “disc” 
and “disk”? 

It’s a confusing point. I have to 
look it up most of the time. The big- 
gest area of controversy regards 
computer storage, and the New 
York Times stylebook offers a great 
guideline: magnetic storage is on 
disks, but laser-read optical stor- 
age is on discs. So CDs are compact 
discs, but floppies are disks. 

Can the people around you tolerate 
the pressure of sending you e-mails? 

Some people apologize in 
advance. Personally, I think cor- 
recting errors in personal corre- 
spondence is beyond rude. Unless, 
of course, it’s hate mail.
